Sharon wins second round 
in his suit against ‘Time’

"NEW YORK. - The jury in the Ariel 
• Sharon vs. Tune magazine libel trial 
-ruled on Friday that Time's account 
^ of a meeting in September 1982 in 
' which Sharon allegedly -discussed 
with Phalange leaders the need to 
revenge the killing of Bashir Jemayel 
was false. 

The jury was last night still de- 
liberating on the final key point in 
the trial - whether or not Tune 
published its story with malice or 
reckless disregard . as to whether the 
story was true or false. 

If the jury finds that Time was 
malicious, it would then hear further 
testimony as to whether or not Shar- 
on should receive damages for libel. 
Only if the jury decides to award 
damages (even a symbolic award of 
SI) will it have concluded that Time, 
in fact, was guilty of libelling Sharon . 

The six-member jury’s ruling that 
Time’s 1983 story was false, followed 
its decision two days before that 
Time's story defamed the former 
defence minister. 

Sharon greeted Friday's decision 
jubilantly, stating that “this is a very 


great moral victory. It shows very 
clearly that we spoke the truth and 
that Time magazine lied.” 

Sharon indicated that the decision 
on falsity was the most important 
facet of the verdict for him, since it 
proves that he was correct in assert- 
ing that what he has termed Time's 
“blood libel" against him was un- 
true. Sharon said, however, that he 
plans to continue with his effort to 
collect damages, noting “I didn't 
come here to win money, but this is a 
battle, and I have never deserted a 
battle.”. .. - 

Sharon said it was important to 
continue the action to ensure that 
“ Time magazine will never do this 
again - not to me, to Israel, or to the 
Jewish people.” 

Milton Gould, Sharon’s attorney, 
said Friday’s decision by the jury 
represented * ‘the verdict on all of the 
moral and historical issues in the 
■case.” Gould added, “This verdict 
establishes in an American court 
that an American magazine pub- 
lished... a lie against a great and good 
man and an heroic people.”

Visiting Americans emphasize: 

No additional U.S. aid 
without economic plan

Israel has no chance of receiving 
supplementary economic aid from 
the U.S. this year unless it imple- 
ments a comprehensive economic 
plan. But if it does put such a plan 
into operation, the U.S. is very likely 
to provide the support that Israel 
would require to get through the 
initial tough period. 

This blunt message was ham- 
mered home to the country’s top 
political leaders and civil servants by 
the senior staff of the America-lsrael 
Public Affairs Committee - the Jew- 
ish lobby in Congress* -which* pleads 
Israel's needs and cause to U.S. 
lawmakers. 

Some 20 of Aipac’s leading execu- 
tives wound up an intensive series of 
meetings and tours in Israel last 


week. They returned to the U.S. 
with the knowledge that their mes- 
sage had been received, but unsure 
as to whether it would be acted 
upon. 

The feeling in both congressional 
and U.S. administration circles, as 
related by Aipac, is that the Israeli 
government does not appreciate the 
impact that budget-cutting within 
the U.S. might have on foreign aid, 
including that to Israel. 

Even the recent visits of senators 
and representatives had not suc- 
ceeded in denting the false confi- 
dence that aid will continue at ever- 
highc’ levels. 

Thus, as regards supplemental 
economic aid during the current fis- 
cal year of 1985 (which runs from

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5% monthly ceiling 
to price rises planned 

Hopes for new package this week

TEL AVIV. - The government. 
Histadrut and manufacturers 
have virtually agreed that the 
prices of non-subsidized items be 
allowed to rise by a maximum of 
5 per cent a month during the 
period covered by the next pack- 
age deal. Histadrut sources said 
last night. 

This compromise between the 
Histadrut’s proposal of 3 per cent 
and the manufacturers's demand of S 
per cent, was reached during a meet- 
ing of the package deal partners last 
Thursday night. 

A further session is hkely to be 
scheduled for today, the sources 
said. The sides failed to meet at the 
weekend due to “other pressing mat- 
ters.” 

Participants in Thursday's meet- 
ing said over the weekend that the 
chances were good that an agree- 


ment would be signed within the 
next few days. But they cautioned 
that several major issues remained in 
contention. 

The Prime Minister's Office 
issued a statement saying that “the 
talks will continue with the intention 
of reaching an early agreement.” 
The basis of the agreement would be 
“gradual and controlled price in- 
creases and the absorption of price 
increases by all the partners." the 
statement said. 

The sides failed to agree on the 
rate and pace of increases in the 
prices of subsidized items, such as 
petrol, bread and milk. In response 
to Finance Minisrer Yitzhak Mod- 
a'i's demand that subsidized prices 
rise by a one-time 50 per cent. His- 
tadrut Secretary-General Yisrael 
Kessar proposed that the increase be 
spread over five or six months at a 
maximum of 10 per cent per month. 

Manufacturers Association Presi- 
dent Eli Hurvitz offered a comprom- 


ise proposal that the increases be 
spread over three months. The three 
sides agreed to return io this issue at 
their next meeting. 

A major development at Thurs- 
day's meeting, in the eyes of the 
Histadrut sources, was the absence 
of discussion about wage reductions. 
“We are no longer talking about 
wages." one participant said. 

Instead, the Histadrut has prop- 
osed that the increases in the prices 
of subsidized items not be included 
in the calculation of the cost-of- 
living increment which is paid 
whenever compounded monthly in- 
flation reaches 12 percent. 

According to Histadrut estimates, 
a price rise of 10 per cent translates 
into a 1.5 per cent rise in the consum- 
er price index, on which the C-o-L 
increment is based. If the Hisiadrut's 
proposal is accepted, that increase 
will be covered by a cash payment to

New car costs up by 10%-14% as tax unfrozen

Other components of a new car’s 
price - factory costs, transport and 
dealers' commission - are to remain 
frozen until the end of the package 
deal next month. 

The president of the New Auto 
Importers Association told The Jeru- 
salem Post last night that calcula- 
tions following last week's derision 
may be inaccurate and would have to 
be figured for each car model indi- 
vidually.

Two teachers union at odds

- The Secondary 
School Teachers Association on Fri- 
day accused the rival Histadrut 
Teachers Union of trying to get foe 
government to force it to postpone 
salary increases, as the Histadrut 
union had agreed to do.

to safeguard teachers' jobs. 

In response. Education Ministry 
sources intimated that secondary 
school teachers would have to be 
fired in order to make the required 
budget cut. The Histadrut Teachers. 
UAidn 1 iMmBdiately retorted 'that its' 
willingness to postpone salary in- 
creases is conditional on no teacher 


being fired, regardless of the 
teacher's union affiliation. 

Shoshana Bayer, chairman of the 
Secondary School Teachers Associa- 
tion, does not see this as collegiality, 
but rather as an attempt to destroy 
her union as an independent orga- 
nization. The Histadrut Teachers 
Union, which has been trying for 
years to reunite foe teachers and has 
repeatedly claimed that the other 
union has not achieved anything for 
its members beyond what the His- 
tadrut union can get, is simply trying 
to force foe smaller union to accept 
its terms, Bayer said. 

Meanwhile, Yitzhak Wellber, 
secretary-general of the Histadrut 
Teachers Union, said his union is not 
concerned about the. other, union's 
joining the salary postponement; 
agreement., ,That .is betwee^.them: 
and the government, he said, and my 1 
concern is that no teacher lose his/ 
her job. 


Mitterrand jeered in New Caledonia 


NOUMEA, New Caledonia (AP). - 
French President Francois Mitter- 
rand, ignoring foe more than 30,000 
French settlers who jeered him in 
this troubled French territory in foe 
South Pacific, said yesterday that his 
12-hour visit had restored the dia- 
logue between pro- and anti- 
independence factions. 

The settlers marched through the 
capital shouting against independ- 
ence and hooting as Mitterrand ar- 
rived by helicopter after a plane trip 
half way around the world. Some 
3,000 French riot police and troops 
blocked every street leading to the 
High Commission, the president's 
destination. 

Before heading home yesterday, 
Mitterrand told reporters at foe air- 


port that "the dialogue continues.” 

The French government’s plan for 
independence for the territory in 
association with France was "catch- 
ing on, attracting interest” he said, 
acknowledging it had "shocked" 
people because “we are leaving foe 
beaten path." 

In his news conference, broadcast 
on television in Paris, Mitterrand 
said foe "incidents" and "dramas" 
taking place in New Calendonia give 
"the feeling that much more time is 
necessary so that all parties, with 
diverse convictions and sometimes 
antagonistic, can once again find a 
common language.” He made no 
direct reference to the huge protests 
in the streets during his six hours of 
discussion. 


French Army chief visits Beirut observers 


BEIRUT (Reuter). - General Jean- 
nou Lacaze, chief of staff of the 
French Army, on Friday met the 
French armed forces volunteers who 
monitor cease-fire violations around 
Beirut but have themselves become 
foe targets of assassination. 

Lacaze also met foe all-party 
security committee which organizes 
cease-fires "to discuss foe hazards of 


foe French observer's role,” Right- 
wing Christian Phalange radio said. 

Tliree members of the force have 
been shot dead in mainly Moslem 
West Beirut during foe last 10 days, 
including foe deputy commander. 
Lieutenant Colonel Gaude Cuenot.

UN head denounces Saudi blood libel

There are 
those who will view the fact that 
(Health Minister) Mordechai Gur 
was forced to vote in favour as a sign 
of (Prime Minister Shimon) Peres's 
leadership ability. I don't see it that 
way.” 

The programme also dealt with 
the economic effects of withdrawal 
from Lebanon. Yeshayiahu Ben- 
Zvi, director of the northern region 
of the Ministry of Industry and 
Trade, said he is sure economic 
relations with Lebanon will continue 
via foe Good Fence, as before foe 
war, though he does not know to 
what extent. One of his reasons for 
believing this is that Lebanese mer- 
chants in areas no longer under IDF 
control are stiU trading with Israel, 
despite economic threats and threats 
against their lives. 

A police spokesman expressed the 
hope that withdrawal from Lebanon 
will put an end to foe influx of hard 
drugs from Lebanon . 


TOKYO (AP). - Sempo Sugihara. a Japanese 
diplomat in ij'thuania. who defied his govern- 
ment's orders in 1940 and issued transit visas that 
saved the lives of nearly 6.000 Jews, was decorated 
with foe Yad Vashcm medal and an honorary 
certificate at a ceremony here on Friday. 

The ceremony was held at the residence here of 
Israel Ambassador to Japan Am non Ben- 
Yohanan, an Israeli Embassy spokesman said 
yesterday. 

Sugihara, 85. is the first Japanese to receive the 
award from Jerusalem's Yad Vashem, 

In 1940, Sugihara. then a consul in Kovno. or 


present-day Kaunas in Lithuania, received nega- 
tive answers after repeatedly querying Tokyo 
about the visas. He went ahead and issued visas, 
continuing until the last day of his assignment. 

"Even on September 1. 1940, when Mr. Sugj- 
hara was ordered by foe Russians to leave Kovno 
and when he was on his way to the railway station 
with his family." the Israeli spokesman said, "be 
continued to stamp foe precious transit visas - on 
foe street and at the station, even through the 
window of the train car - until foe train actually 
began to pull away from the platform ." 

The Japanese diplomat was relieved of his 


duties in June, 1947. the spokesman said. 

“Mr. Sugihara ignored the instructions he te-_ 
oeived from Tokyo from the standpoint of basic 
humanity." Ben-Yohaaan said at the ceremony. 

“He was aware that the Jewish refugees in 
Kovno needed his assistance, and he did not 
hesitate to help them." - 

All of those issued transit visas eventually went 
to Israel or to the U.S. 

Yukiko Sugihara, his wife, received the award 
on behalf of her bedridden husband who recently 
suffered from a stroke, foe spokesman said.

WASHINGTON. - A planned trip 
to Jordan by several well-known 
American Jewish leaders has been 
cancelled. 

Organizers cited two major 
reasons for foe cancellation: prema- 
ture publicity and foe refusal of 
several invited guests to participate. 

The aborted trip had been largely 
the initiative of Crown Prince Has- 
san. King Hussein's younger 
brother. 

■ Among those who had planned to 
'make the journey were Philip Klutz- 
. nick of Chicago, a past president of 
foe World Jewish Congress, and 
Rita Hauser of New York, a past 
international affairs chairman of the 
American Jewish Committee. 

Klutznick. in a telephone inter- 
view on Friday, said: “Fm not going 
to Jordan because there's no trip to 
Jordan.” He declined to elaborate. 


Drora Kass. an Israeli Peace Now 
activist living in New York who was 
involved in planning the Jordan visit, 
said foe trip was not connected to 
another highly publicized and con- 
tinuing effort to promote American 
Jewish and American Arab financial 
cooperation on the West Bank. 
“They are two separate initiatives,” 
she said. 

There were conflicting signals ab- 
out the Israeli government's support 
tor a visit to Jordan by American 
Jewish leaders. 

Some Israeli sources said that 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres and 
-other Labour leaders had quietly 
approved foe jpunjey., while Vice 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir and 
others in the Likud were strongly 
opposed. This apparent difference 
of opinion in Jerusalem has been 
reflected in occasionally contradic- 
tory signals to potential Jewish parti- 
cipants from Israeli diplomats serv- 
ing in foe U.S. 


Appeal to save shipyards sent to premier

HAIFA. - A “last minute” appeal to 
save the Israel Shipyards was sent by 
Haifa Labonr Council secretary, 
Moshe Wertman, on Friday to foe 
prime minister. 

The government today is due to 
discuss the budget cuts in the De- 
fence Ministry, whose order for two 
landing craft for foe navy is crucial 
for assuring foe government-owned 
yard's future. 

The ministry, for budgetary 
reasons, recently went back on its 
intention to order the mo craft, and 
foe council sees in today's cabinet 
discussion foe last chance to recon- 


sider the order and save the yard. 

If foe two craft are ordered, they 
will provide, together with smaller 
jobs the yard has. enough work to 
tide the yard over until the navy has 
to refurbish its missile-boat fleet. 
That work will keep the yard busy 
for years. 

However, if foe order is cancelled, 
in keeping with the decision of the 
defence minister, about 450 of foe 
nearly 800 yard workers will become 
redundant. 

The Histadrut'5 central committee 
today is also to discuss the shipyard’s 
problems and representatives of foe 
labour council and foe works com- 
mittee have been invited to attend. 


General strike in Salad enters 11th day 


SAFAD (Itim). - Garbage is piling 
up in this city's streets, broken sew- 
age pipes are going unrepaired and 
some 700 high school pupils are 
roaming the streets after 10 days of 
striking by foe municipal workers 
and high school teachers. 

The municipality’s emergency 
headquarters in case of difficult 
weather conditions is also inopera- 
tive due to the strike. 

Municipal workers and teachers 
have struck at the beginning of each 
month recently as they have been 
paid late every month for foe past 
year. They have not received their 
December salaries yet. 


The Secondary School Teachers 
Association is to go to court this 
week to request a lien on Safad 
municipality property to ensure pay- 
ment of high school teachers salar- 
ies. 

The municipality claims the In- 
terior Ministry is responsible for the 
strikes since it allots Safad only 50 
per cent of the funds foe city needs. 
City Hall also says it is burdened by a 
IS1 billion debt foe former city coun- 
cil incurred. 

The Interior Ministry for its part 
cl aims that foe Safad municipality 
has not tightened up its operations 
and must fire more workers.

''HAIFA. — Only emergency cases are 

• to be admitted to Rothschild Hospit- 
al here from today, hospital director 
; Dr. Dov Golan announced on Fri- 
day. 

• . He said the cutback, which has

try, is due to the serious shortage of 
supplies including food, fuel, medi- 
cines and spare parts for equipment. 

The IS30 million allocated to the 
hospital on Thursday is sufficient to 
maintain services at the reduced 
v 5 level for a further three weeks. After 
' that, unless more money is made 
available, the hospital will close, he 
. said. 

The “emergencies only” ruling 
means, that patients who have waited 
up to six months for elective surgery, 
including hernia operations and hip 
..Replacements, will be put back on 
the waiting list. Diagnostic and out- 
patient services will also be drastical- 
ly cut, said Golan. 

. Earlier on Friday, Health Minister 
. Mordechai Gur denied recent com- 
plaints from Rothschild that- the 


ministry had informed them there 
would be no further funds unti} 
April. 

Gur said this is not the case and 
the hospitals will receive funds. 
However, he reiterated, “in view of 
the fact, that all hospitals must now 
curtail their services, the ministry 
strongly approves of the steps out- 
lined by Rothschild . 

Rambam Hospital is also reducing 
its services because of the shortage 
of medicines, instruments and 
medical equipment, according to a 
spokesman for the hospital’s doctors 
committee. 

He cited the example of nine pa- 
tients who are waiting to have pace- 
makers implanted but cannot, be- 
cause the hospital does not have any. 

Meanwhile, Histadrut Treasurer 
Nathan AlmosJino said on Friday 
that Finance Minister Yitzhak Mod- 
a'i's proposal that patients pay for 
visits to doctors and for days in 
hospital would cause severe damage 
to the public medical service. 

He called on the labour federa- 
tion's Secretary-General Yisrael 
Kessar to firmly block Moda’i’s de- 
mands.

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Jewish leader urges Israel 
to allow VOA transmitter

WASHIN GTON. -The chairman of 
the Conference of Presidents of Ma- 
jor American Jewish Organizations. 
Kenneth Bialkin, of New York, re- 
cently wrote confidentially to 
Ambassador Meir Rosenne urging 
Israel to allow the U.S. govern- 
ment's Voice of America to build a 
radio transmitter in Israel. 

Israel is considering the U.S. re- 
quest. Approval would complicate 
Israel’s relations with the Soviet Un- 
-ion and perhaps further endanger 
the status of Soviet Jews. 

The VOA wants a powerful trans- 
mitter in Israel in order to broadcast 
to the Soviet Union and other East 
European countries. President 
Ronald Reagan personally re- 
quested Israeli assistance in the pro- 
ject in a letter last month to Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres. 

• Bialkin led a delegation of Presi- 
dents’ Conference leaders to a meet- 
ing with Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger at the Pentagon. Later, 
Bialkin and two others met separate- 


ly with Vice-President George Bush 
at the White House, and sources 
present described both sessions as 
friendly and informative. 

They said Weinberger, who said 
the Pentagon was still studying 
Israel's request to purchase U.S.- 
made diesel-powered submarines, 
told the delegation that the U.S. had 
already approved over 40 licences 
for the' transfer of technology to 
Israel for development of the new 
generation Lavi jet fighter.

Weinberger was reportedly non- 
commital when asked about military 
aid increases for Israel in Reagan’s 
1986 foreign aid budget which must 
be submitted to Congress early next 
month. Israel has requested S2.2 
billion as opposed to the SI .4b. level 
this current fiscal year. The expecta- 
tion among informed observers is 
that the administration will even- 
tually agree on a SL8b. level.

Peres bidding to prevent price explosion

Using informal negotiating tac- 
tics, Prune Minister Shimon Peres is 
working his way towards a new 
agreement to replace the package 
deal due to expire early in February. 
His primary goal, government 
' sources say, is to avoid a price explo- 
sion. 

Last week's 10 per cent rise in the 
price of fuel, increased taxes on car 
imports, and other rises expected in 
the near fixture, such as the 6 percent 
rise proposed for electricity, are part 
of the new deal being worked out. 
These increases already have the 
agreement of the government, the 
Histadrut and the Manufacturers 
Association, government sources 
say. 

According to sources close to 
Peres, the talks concerning a new 
agreement have been underway for 
some time. But everything is taking 
place behind the scenes in “informal 
talks.” 

“That’s the way Mapai did 
thin gs ,” said one source. “That way 
everything is neatly sewn up before- 
hand." 

Peres is now spending more than 
half his working hours on economic 
issues, placing special emphasis on 


maint ainin g contact with all the par- 
ties to the new controls that will 
replace the current package deal, the 
sources said. 

"There won't be any gap between 
the current deal and the follow-up.” 
the source said. 

Some sources unofficially in- 
volved in the talks are saying the new 
arrangement will be so different 
from the previous one that "package 
deal may be the wrong term for it.” 

It is estimated in extTa subsidies 
alone, the package deal cost the 
country some $200 million as the 
government held down the prices of 
basic commodities. 

Had the current rate of subsidizing 
continued, the country would have 
been spending some $2 billion a year 
on price supports by mid-1985. 

Some basic commodities are sub- 
sidized up to 130 to 150 per cent. For 
example, the real cost of a loaf of 
standard bread is close to three times 
the price the public pays. 

Moda'i has apparently been per- 
suaded to lay down his axe for a 
while. In private conversations, 
however, he has been saying that 
subsidies are a key target for cuts as 
part of the major budget slash he 
believes is necessary to heal the 
economy. 


Peres and Moda'i have both been 
talking about finding ways to "subsi- 
dize the needy rather than the pro- 
duct.” 

The overall goal of the negotia- 
tions. sources indicate, is to keep the 
lid on prices so that the rises in the 
monthly Consumer Price Index are 
too small to necessitate the paying of 
a cost-of-living allowance. 

This increment is paid whenever 
the cumulative CPI reaches 12 per 
cent. If next month's CPI can be kept 
below 8.3 per cent, wage costs for 
employers - and for the government 
- will be maintained at their'currem 
level until April. 

Tbe negotiators are aiming to 
keep the monthly CPI to a single 
digit while they gradually cut sub- 
sidies and raise prices, including 
those of certain government ser- 
vices. 

Moda'i was talking last week ab- 
out focusing on the budget rather 
than trying to fight on tbe wages 
front. But the targets set by Peres, 
with tacit approval from Histadrut 
Secretary-General Yisrael Kessar, 
include cuts in subsidies and wage 
erosion, to keep consumer demand 
as low as it has been during the last 
three months, some government 
sources say. 
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Mordechai Bentov, pioneer, 
cabinet minister, dies at 84 

Former minister Mordechai Ben- 
tov died on Thursday night in his 
home at Kibbutz Mishmar Ha'emek 
at age S4. His funeral will take place 
at 2 p.m. today at the kibbutz. 

A minister of labour, develop- 
ment and housing in various 
cabinets. Bentov was the only sur- 
viving member of the national admi- 
nistration of the pie-state Jewish 
community . which became the pro- 
visional goverment of Israel after the 
Declaration of Independence in 
1948. 

Bentov was bom in Grodzisk. 
near Warsaw, March 28, 1900. His 
father Yosef Gutgold was a well- 
known book publisher. Bentov 
anended Polish secondary school, 
higher technical school and universi- 
ty- 

He arrived here in 1920. at the 
head of agroupofyoungmembersof 
the Hashomer Hatzair movement 
from Warsaw. They worked on va- 
rious land settlement projects, road 
building and swamp draining around 
Petah Tikva. Galilee and Haifa. In 
1925 Bentov graduated as an attor- 
ney and dedicated himself to the 
legal and political aspects of 
Hashomer Hatzair. As a founding 
member of Kibbutz Mishmar 
Haemek. the World Executive of 
Hashomer Hatzair. the Histadrut's 
Central Committee, the Farmers' 

Centre, tbe Jewish Agency Execu- 
tive and a delegate to Zionist Con- 
gresses. Bentov became a central 
political figure. 

He attended the London Round 
Table Conference in 1939. In 1943 
he founded Al Hamishmar, the 
Mapam daily, of which he was editor 
until 1948. In May, 1948 he became 
minister of labour and reconstruc- 
tion in the provisional government. 


KacE man guilty oT threatening and insufiing MK 


KFAR SAVA (Itim). - A member 
of MK Meir Kahane’s-Kach party on 
Friday was found guilty in the local 
magistrate's court of threatening’ a 
Knesset member. Sentencing was 
delayed for two weeks at the request 
of the defence. 

Avner Uzan took part in a demon- 
stration outside Tel Mond jail five 
months ago, when four MKs, (Mor- 
dechai Virshubski, Mordechai Bar- 
On, Benny Shalita and YairTsaban) 
came to Tel Mond to check on 
reports that the Jewish terror sus- 
pects were getting favoured treat- 
ment. 

Some 30 demonstrators barred 
their way to the jail and shouted 
slogans. Uzan was found guilty of 


caliing Virshubski, “a PLO member 
and supporter of terrorists.” He also ; 
shouted at him through a 
megaphone: “HI remove your other 
leg. as we removed the legs of the 
Arab mayors."

^Beersheba residents organize for cleaner air 


On the night the Beersheba city 
council convened for an emergency 
meeting on the potential hazards of 
the Ramat Hovav national waste 
disposal site a dozen kilometres 
?way (and out of its jurisdiction), the 
night air was again filled with the 
familiar noxious smells of tbe Makh- 
teshim Chemical Works in town. 

But Makhteshim’s contribution to 
pollution in Beersheba was not dis- 
cussed at the meeting. 


The reason is simple. It is not 
politically wise to anger a major 
job-provider in these troubled eco- 
nomic times (Makhteshim employs 
1300 locals). Furthermore, one of its 
workers is on the town council, as is 
the chairman of the city's labour 
council. Makhteshim is owned by 
the Histadrut. 

Irate, concerned citizens have 
periodically mounted campaigns 
against the chemical plant, leading

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to plans for moving the chemical 
factories out of Beersheba to the 
specially-constructed Ramat Hovav 
Industrial Park. At that time (1976). 
Mayor Eliahu Navi pushed for the 
complex, including the national 
waste site, to be built near his dry. 
Now. after the Bhopal tragedy in 
India, where a gas leak from an 
Union Carbide pesticide plant killed 
2,500, he no longer wants the site 
near. 

"Beersheba should not be the 
dumping ground for toxic wastes," 
he told the council. “We never 
dreamed that it would be a national, 
not a local facility.” 

But Israel cannot afford, and does 
not need, more than one such site. 

Beersheba's Bromine Com- 
pounds company moved all of its 
installations to Ramat Hovav years 
ago. in compliance with the city’s 
request. Makhteshim has only grud- 
gingly moved out, and veiy slowly. It 
is scheduled to move its last large 
plant, which makes the captan cot- 
ton boll worm killer (Cotnion), out 
of Beersheba by the end of this year. 

The town meeting in Beersheba 
did focus on something important 
beyond mere political considera- 
tions; namely, the public good and 
its right to know. 

For too long, the Negev has been 
the bastard child of Israel. With only 
7 per cent of the population despire 
its size (nearly half the country), it 
carries little political weight. So it 
was expedient to make decisions 
about the Negev in Jerusalem and 
not consult with tbe local leadership, 
and it is no secret that the weakest 
waves of immigration and the 
weakest (in terms of technology) 
factories were sent to the South. 

Now, in the wake of Bhopal, there 
is an awakening. Beersheba has 
been the scene of several near ecolo- 
gical disasters. A pesticide storage 
facility near tbe flour mill caught fire 
and several railway cars carrying 
dangerous materials derailed at the 
train terminal in town only last year. 
No one was harmed but questions 
were raised: 

Self-management is becoming an 
important concept in the country. In 
Hadera, citizen's have formed a com- 


mittee which, with the help of the 
city's unit for environmental protec- 
tion, monitors the coal powered 
electricity plant to make sure that 
there are no adverse effects on the 
populace. Children are checked for 
lung disease, for example, to detect 
any potential health hazards in time. 
Petah Tikva recently set up a citizens 
committee to push for a cleaner 
industrial park there. Tbe citizens of 
Acre are pushing for monitoring 
devices to be installed at the Frutar- 
om chemical plant. 

The Beersheba council meeting 
was also a step in the same direction . 
A seven-member committee was set 
up to find out what exactly is being 
manufactured or stored or moved 
through Beersheba and to examine 
ways to prevent ecological accidents. 
The committee is beaded by Dr. Ido 
Levine, who surprised everyone by 
mentioning Makhteshim by name at 
the meeting. He means business. 

So do the townspeople. Although 
it is usually the sign of a newcomer to 
smell the air and raise a cry of 
"something-must-be-done.” it has 
now become a dtywide concern 
which the council picked up as well. 

The Association of Americans 
and Canadians in Israel in Beershe- 
ba recently set up an environment 
committee. "The air here is unheal- 
thy for human beings,” says Arnold 
Schlissel, its chairman, “and we've 
decided to be much more active in 
forcing the chemical factories here to 
do what’s best for the populations 
...We won’t rest until we’re satisfied 
that all that can reasonably be done 
to protect our health is done/’ 


Arab League inquiry 
on airlift of Etfiiopians 

AMMAN (AP). - Jordanian Fore- 
ign Minister Taher Masri told parlia- 
ment yesterday that Jordan may ask 
for an Arab League fact-finding mis- 
sion to look into the airlift of Ethio- 
pian Jews to Israel. 

“The Jordanian government is 
against any immigration to Israel 
from any country, whether it is a 
foreign country or an Arab coun- 
try,” he said. 


Suspect remanded in 
Bank Lenmi arson case 


Mordechai Holtzman . 35, of Mea 
S&e'arim ** ' arrested Tast" ' week on 
suspicion of arson at the Bank Leumi 
branch in the capital's Ramat Eshkol 
neighbourhood, was remanded into 
custody for six days by the Jerusalem 
Magistrate’s Court on Friday. Two 
other suspects were freed after ques- 
tioning. 

The city’s fire department says it 
has found similarities among the 
four arson incidents at Bank Leumi 
branches in the capital over the last 
seven months. However, police 
sources believe the arson at the 
Ramat Eshkol and East Jerusalem 
branches - unlike the two incidents 
at the branch on the edge for Mea 
Sbe'arim - may be the work of 
terrorists riding on the coat tails of 
the dispute between the bank and 
the haredi (ultra-Orthodox) com- 
munity.

MANAGUA (AP). - The govern- 
ment has accused die U.S. of press- 
uring its central American allies to 
boycott regional peace negotiations. 

Nicaragua also has charged that 
the U.S. showed contempt for inter- 
national law by its refusal to partici- 
pate in World Court hearings of 
Nicaraguan complaints against it. 

The^U.S. State Department, in- 
sisting that the World Court in The 
Hague lacks jurisdiction, said Friday 
America will not participate in the 
court's deliberations of Nicaragua's 
claim that the U S. is an aggressor 
nation. 

Nicaragua claims that the U.S.. 
operating through CIA agents, 
violated international law bv mining 
Nicaragua’s harbours fast year and 
by supporting Nicaraguan rebels 
operating from bases in Honduras 
and Costa Rica. 

El Salvador joined Costa Rica and 
Honduras Friday in boycotting a 
planned meeting of the Contadora 
group, and Nicaragua claimed the 
U.S. was behind the move. 


“The campaign has the single 
objective of creating tensions be- 
tween Costa Rica and Nicaragua 
with the idea that the Reagan admi- 
nistration can obtain from Congress 
(the funds) to continue financing the 
criminal mercenaries of the CIA.” 
Foreign Minister Miguel d'Escoto 
said. 

He referred to U.S. -backed 
Nicaraguan rebels battling the leftist 
government. 

Costa Rica announced last week it 
would not attend the Contadora 
meeting, scheduled for February 14 
in Panama, unless Nicaragua gave a 
satisfactory response to the charge 
that police took a Nicaraguan man 
from the Costa Rican Embassy in 
Managua on Christmas Eve. 

Nicaragua claims the man was an 
army deserter and was arrested after 
he left the embassy with a young 
woman. He had entered the embassy 
in August seeking political asylum.

Australia reproves Ethiopia 
for seizing relief supplies

NAIROBI (AP). - Australia on Fri- 
day lodged a formal diplomatic pro- 
test against Ethiopia for seizing £1.2 
million worth of famine-relief sup- 
plies intended for rebel-held areas of 
the drought-stricken country. It re- 
portedly demanded their immediate 
return. 

Afterwards. Australian Charge 
d'Affaires Les Luck sat down with 
Ethiopian Vice-Foreign Minister 
Tebebu Bekele for what the Austra- 
lian Embassy in Addis Ababa, the 
Ethiopian capital, later described as 
“constructive" talks. 

The discussions apprently dealt 
with the confiscation which has 
soured relations between Ethiopia 
and one of its major grain donors. 

The Liberian-registered bulk car- 
rier. the 10.066-ton Golden Venture 
I, departed the Ethiopian Red Sea 
port of Assab Friday after unloading 
6,000 tons of wheat, a water well 
drilling rig and other relief supplies 
originally bound for insurgent strong- 
holds in the Horn of Africa coun- 
try . said diplomatic sources in Addis 
Ababa. 


Ethiopa remained silent on how it 
will use the relief goods it seized, an 
action Addis Ababa justified in its 
own protest Wednesday against Au- 
stralian '‘infringement of its 
sovereignty." 

An Ethiopian Foreign Ministry 
statement warned that any measure 
deemed necessary would be taken to 
prevent material aid from reaching 
rebels in the Eritrea and Tigre re- 
gions. 

Western diplomats and interna- 
tional law experts here said Ethiopia 
could, if required, mount a strong 
case justifying its action as seizure of 
“contraband" since no secret was 
made where it was headed. 

In Washington on Thursday, 
U.S. officials said the civil war in 
Ethiopia is threatening the delivery 
of emergency American aid and 
could lead to the starvation of addi- 
tional millions of Africans. 

“The starving people of Ethiopia 
simply cannot be pawns," said Peter 
McPherson, administrator of the 
Agency for International Develop- 
ment. 


Unpaid Bolivian workers 
release factory executives 


LA PAZ (AP). - Workers who held 
180 factory executives hostage to 
press their demand for back wages 
have released their captives, but 

• have threatened to strike.. Bolivian 

• labour leaders said yesterday.-: 

The businessmen were freed Fri- 
day after a meeting between labour 
leaders and President Hernan Siles 
Zuazo. according to the Confedera- 
tion of Factory Workers. Minister of 
Interior Federico Alvarez Plata had 
warned that police units would be 
sent into the factories unless the 
hostages were released. 

The workers had seized 34 factor- 
ies in La Paz on Wednesday, taking 
150 executives hostage. In Santa 
Cruz. Bolivia's second largest city, 
employees occupied four factories 
and held 30 executives. 

The labourers were demanding 
their November and December 
wages and a Christmas bonus 
equivalent to one months salary. 
The wages included a 200 per cent 
increase authorized November 13 by 
the government, but rejected by pri- 
vate industry'. 

Siles Zuazo met with industry ex- 


ecutives Thursday and Friday, 
urging them to pay the wage in- 
creases. The Chamber of Industry, 
however, advised its members not to 
accept the wage increases and filed a 
petition befp^e.th?, Supreme. Qou(rt 
asking it to rule on its legality. 

The salary hike was offered in an 
effort to end a two-week general 
strike that had virtually paralyzed 
the country's productive sector. The 
strikes followed a 77 per cent de- 
valuation and sharp hikes in the 
price of food, petrol, transportation 
and utilities. 

Still going strong at 65 

UNITED NATIONS (Reuter)'. - 
UN Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar, who turned 65 yesterday, 
will continue in "full swing," an aide 
said. 

The courtly Peruvian is already 
the oldest UN secretary-general . His 
predecessor. Kurt Waldheim, res- 
igned on December 31, 1981, just 10 
days after turning 63. 

Perez de Cuellar, who has earned 
widespread respect at the UN, is 
believed to be in vigorous health.

MOSCOW (Reuter). - Soviet Presi- 
dent Konstantin Chernenko, whose 
health has been a subject of specula- 
tion since the cancellation of a War- 
saw Pact summit last Monday, was 
registered yesterday as a candidate 
for forthcoming elections. 

Chernenko, 73. was officially 
adopted by Moscow’s Kuibyshev 
District for the February 24 elections 
to the parliamentary assemblies of 
the Soviet Llnions constituent repub- 
lics. All candidates are unopposed in 
the one-party system. 

Mikhail Gorbachev, number two 
in the Kremlin, was selected for the 
first time to represent a Moscow 
seat, further confirmation of his sta- 
tus as Chernenko's heir-apparent. 
He had previously represented his 
home district of Stavropol, in south- 
ern Russia. 

The only other Politburo mem- 
bers representing Moscow districts 
are Prime Minister NikolaL Tikho- 
nov and Moscow party chief Viktor 
Grishin.

The marshal's office 
would not reveal whether he was 
being returned to France. 

David pleaded guilty to the charge 
of heading a smuggling ring in 1972 
to avoid extradition to France, 
where he had been convicted in 
absentia for the 1966 slaying of a 
police official.

Said the deceased into orbit, 
Texas space company offers 


HOUSTON (AP). - Donald 
"Deke” Slayton, one of America’s 
first seven Mercury astronauts, says 
his company and one in Florida may 
be ready by late next year to send 
cremated bodies into eternal orbit or 
deep space. 

"We’re in the transportation busi- 
ness," Slayton, president of Space 
Services Inc., said Friday. “We’re 
willing to transport anything any- 
body wants." 

Space Services reached agreement 
last week with the Celestus Co. of 
Melbourne, Florida, for space ser- 
vices to launch cremated bodies into 
orbit, Slayton said. 

“We hope we're definite," 
Slayton said. “I’ve sent them a cou- 
ple of contracts. I’ve signed them 
from our end.” 

The first launch for Celestus could 
come as early as the end of 1986, 
Slayton said. He said , his company 


must win approval for any launches 
from the federal Department of 
Transportation. 

The remains could be put into a 
low earth orbit or sent out of the 
planet's gravitational field. 

“You can aim any place you want 
io," he said. “The sun-or Venus or 
Mars or Jupiter - you take your 
pick.” 

He declined to say how much the 
space burials might cost. 

Slayton said his company has 
already signed a contract for a funer- 
al service with Starbound, of Tyler, 
Texas, which called for Space Ser- 
vices to ship cremated remains if 
there were space available on a flight 
commissioned by another company. 

He said the rockets his company 
uses can lift a payload of about 950 
pounds into a polar orbit 925 
kilometres aboye the earth. • *

PEKING (AP). - A Chinese airliner 
on a domestic flight crashed on land- 
ing at Jinan Airport in eastern Chi- 
na’s Shandong Province, killing 38 
people including two Americans, the 
official Xinhua News Agency re- 
ported yesterday.

The twin-engine turboprop was 
operated by China's state airline, the 
Civil Aviation Administration of 
China, which runs domestic and in- 
ternational services and doubles as 
the aviation ministry. 


Five Soviet officers die in plane crash 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - Five Soviet 
Air Force officers were killed when 
their plane crashed near a major 
dty, the military newspaper Red Star 
reported yesterday. 

Sparse Retails of the incident 
appeared in a report accompanying a 
decree signed by President Konstan- 
tin Chernenko awarding medals for 
valour to the five who died and one 
member of the crew who escaped by 
ejecting at the last minute.

Egypt has no plans to 
repatriate ‘assassins’ 

CAIRO (AP). - Interior (police)

capital. 

An inaugural “prelude pageant" 
on the Ellipse, between the White 
House and the Washington Monu- 
ment, drew cheers from Reagan, 
Vice President George Bush, their 
wives and a chilled crowd estimated 
at 16,000 by park police. It included 
a narrative of presidential history by 
actor Fess Parker and culminated in 
a fireworks display that shook the 
city. 


Later, the Bushes were the hon- 
oured guests at the first of two pre- 
inaugural galas produced by singer 
Frank Sinatra in the city's new con- 
vention centre. 

The opener on the Ellipse fea- 
tured martial music aplenty from 
several military bands, along with 
swing tunes from trumpeter Ray 
Anthony and his ensemble. 

The Reagans tapped their feel 
within a heated, bullet-proof borth 
along the stage, then cheered with 
onlookers when the dazzling aerial 
display was fired off against a back- 
ground of martial music. j*

-'“Personal friends now make a 
point of telling me that they do the 
dishes at home or help their wives in 
other ways,” she told The Jerusalem

.would have come up.„.And it’s not 
'just my friends. Men have been 
doming to the workshops and 
father events we organized at 
our branches around the country as 
part of the campaign, and thev all 
react positively to the idea.” 

• A survey done by Minah Tsemach 
before the campai gn (held during 
the annually organized Status of 
■Women month), showed that 
though 50 per cent of the men inter- 
viewed claim that men should help 
their wives at home, only 12 per cent 
admit to actually doing so them- 
selves, and only eight per cent of the 
'women claimed to have gotten help 
from their husbands. 

- : • No scientific survey has been done 
since the campaign but informal 
polls taken by local newspapers, and 
.the impressions Lubelsky and her 
colleagues get in the field, show that 
$any more men are in favour of men 
Helping their wives and claim to 
practise what they preach .- 
Na’amat’s reason for r unnin g the 
campaign was, of course, not "men's 
liberation” but rather the desire to 
help women advance on the job. 
■Today, all strata of Israeli society 
consider it acceptable and natural 
for women to work outside the 
-home. Lubelsky said. But advance- 


ment on the job is another story. 

“Many women are frustrated,” 
she said. “They feel they cannot take 
on more responsibility at work be- 
cause it will be at the expense of their 
husbands and children. They are 
also frustrated when they get home 
from work and still have all the 
housework and child-rearing re- 
sponsibilities on their shoulders.” 

This latter point was brought out 
powerfully in an unrehearsed discus- 
sion among four couples recorded 
before the campaign began. (The 
cassette of that discussion now forms 
the basis of workshops at Na'amat 
branches.) 

AU the men said that if their wives 
enjoy holding jobs, that’s fine with 
them but added that it is the wife's 
responsibility to solve the problem if 
a child is sick or if she has to be away 
from home for longer than her usual 
working hours for any reason. The 
men who participated in the discus- 
sion claimed that they know nothing 
about child care or ru nnin g a house 
and that these are women’s responsi- 
bilities. 

Men participating in the work- 
shops at Na'amat inevitably add that 
they are, after all, the’ primary 
bread-winners and cannot jeopar- 
dize their advancement potential by 
spending more time and effort oh 
their families. 

Change will not come overnight, 
Lubelsky said. 

Na’amat wants to introduce leg- 
islation which would transform 
mothers’ rights to parents' rights. 
Today, mothers are allowed to be 
absent from work up to six days a 
year because of their children’s 
illnesses: Na’amat wants parents to 
be able to choose whether the 
mother or the father mil stay home 
with the sick child. 

Similarly, the right to a year’s 
leave without pay after a child is 
bom. and the right to resign at the 


. WHEN IT comes to taking care of 
babies, many Israeli men are all talk 
’ and no action. Most don’t even make 
. the pretence of promising to diaper. 
. feed or otherwise participate in car- 
1 ing for their infants. 

■ These were just a few of the in- 
teresting - if not too surprising - 
* research results reported at a recent 
symposium on “Fathers' Involve- 
. jnent in the Care of Babies,” spon- 
sored by the Hebrew University's 
-Programme of Sex Differences in 
Society. 

“fn the last few years in this coun- 
try, many social changes have re- 
sulted in fathers interacting more 
with their children, attending pre- 
data] courses with their wives, fight- 
ing for child custody and so oii,” 
social worker Miriam Brenner told 
the audience at Jerusalem’s Van 
Leer Institute. ■/ 

“But there is still resistance 'to 
(role) changes because most -of- to- 
. day's fathers were brought up in 
families run by their mothers. There 
. may be a tendency today towards 
equality, but it usually takes the 
form of words rather than of action .1' 

Brenner's comments were borne 
but by research results presented by 
j clinical psychologist Avi Bauman. 
Bauman interviewed 60 couples - 
expecting babies for the first time - 
■during pregnancy and six months 


after the birth of their babies. 

“First of all I created a revolution 
by walking in to Tipat Halav clinics 
in Jerusalem to get names of cou- 
ples.” Bauman mused. 

“They aren’t so used to seeing 
men there! But I got names of cou- 
ples of various backgrounds and in- 
terviewed them from both a practical 
and emotional point of view: I 
wanted to see just how ready they 
were to take an active role in bring- 
ing up their babies and how emo- 
tionally close they felt toward 
them." 

In the before-birth survey, the 
psychologist found that 37 per cent 
of his male interviewees felt they 
would be active in matters regarding 
the discipline of their children; 15 
per cent said they would take re- 
sponsibility for seeking medical 
treatment for the child and for taking 
him or her for walks; 13 per cent 
thought- they would rbe -prepared to 
get up to care for their babies at night 
and seven per cent said they would 
feed them. 

“ft seemed that they were expect- 
ing to take a rather ‘masculine’ in- 
terest in their children, in view of the 
high percentage of those wanting to 
take responsibility for discipline,” 
Bauman commented. 

“The only significant increase in 
these figures, according to inter-

end of that year and to collect sever- 
ence pay. is now limited to mothers. 
Na'amat wants fathers to have that 
right and for each family to make its 
own choice which parent will exer- 
cise it. (This would not apply to the 
maternity leave of 12 weeks paid for 
by National Insurance, wluch the 
mother needs for recuperation after 
childbirth, Lubelsky said.) 

“When rights are limited to 
mothers, it is not only unfair to the 
father but it is also, in the final 
analysis, unfair to the mother,” she 
said. “Employers are reluctant to 
invest in a female employee who will 


be out of work because of pregnan- 
cy, childbirth, extended maternity 
leave or children’s illnesses. When 
both parents have similar rights, the 
excuse that it doesn't pay to promote 
women because of their family prob- 
lems will be harder to justify." 

The subject has become more 
socially acceptable now that 
Na'amat has opened it to public 
discussion, but years of stereotypes 
will not be swept away so quickly. 

The stereotypes, incidently,’ are 
not only those of men. “Women are 
sometimes reluctant to give up their 
monopoly on the home and family. 


even if the burden frustrates them. 
They think they will lose status if 
their husbands can also comfort the 
baby in the middle of the night.” 
Even Na’amat day-care workers 
needed retraining because of 
stereotypes, Lubelsky added. 
“When a mother brought the child to 
the day-care centre, the day-care 
worker would ask how the child had 
slept the Dight before and if there 
were any problems. When the father 
brought the child, the worker would 
just say ‘thank you very much.’ The 
same thing at the end of the day; a 
mother would be told if her child had 



views with the fathers after the 
baby’s birth, was in getting up at 
night: 27 per cent reported that they 
actually did wake up to care for then- 
children.” 

In general, the psychologist ex- 
plained, “women say they wiH (and 
they do) take responsibility in all 
areas of child care, whereas before 
the birth of the baby, men think they 
will do more than they actually do 
afterwards. 

“It seemed that the closer a father 
felt toward the baby, the more in- 
volved he would be in caring for him 
or her. And the degree to which the 
wife expected her spouse to help 


with child care affected his readiness 
to act." 

Furthermore, he discovered that 
more educated men and those of, 
western or Ashkenazi backgrounds 1 
“promise lots and do little, while the- 
Sephardi men fulfil their promises!" 

Along these same lines. Dr. Anat 
Ninio of the Hebrew University, a 
specialist in the linguistic develop- 
ment of children, reported on a 
related study that concluded that 
stereotypes of Asheknazi and 
Sephardi fathers do not hold true. 

“We studied 160 Jerusalem fami- 
lies with babies under a year of age in 
terms of fathers’ participation, in the 


two days before our interview, in 
feeding, dressing, bathing and put- 
ting their babies to bed. 

• ^We-found a generally low level of, 
father-babv interaction.' and also 
! saw 'that the feeling‘that Ashkenazi 
fathers would be more involved than 
Sephardim is not borne out by the 
results. In addition," Ninio said, 
“the better-educated (12 years plus) 
fathers spent only 10 minutes more 
each day with their babies than those 
with up to 11 years of education. 
And people think that the more 
educated are much more liberated !" 

Most significantly, Ninio and mas- 
ter’s student Nurft Rinot concluded 


cried or laughed or been sick, but 
nothing would be said to the father." 

Now. thanks to training they re- 
ceived as part of the campaign, she 
added, day-care workers include 
fathers and invite them to the centre 
so they can be more involved in their 
children’s growing up. Men today 
too often miss their children's first 
words, or laughter, or tears - some- 
times because their own mothers 
taught them that such matters are 
"not for men,” and sometimes be- 
cause their wives want to keep their 
monopoly. 

Another group of Na'amat staff 
who learned something from this 
campaign are the lawyers in the 
organization's legal aid bureaus. For 
the month of the campaign, men 
were invited to receive legal aid at 
Na'amat. (The organization had 
wanted to continue this service on a 
regular basis but does not have the 
means, so the lawyers are back fo 
having only women clients.) ■ 

“Our lawyers spend their profes- 
sional lives helping women who 
seem to be victimized by men. Now, 
suddenly, for the month that our 
bureaus were open to men. they 
were faced with men who Were the 
victims. They heard about wives us- 
ing children as pawns in divorce 
litigation, for example. From now 
on, our lawyers will counsel their 
women clients that, whatever hap- 
pens between husband and wife, the 
children should not be used as a 
bargaining chip.” 

The campaign, and particularly 
the television public service 
announcements broadcast as part of 
it. attracted the attention of the 
foreign media. Two TV stations 
overseas want to use the films and 
several foreign media have inter- 
viewed Lubelsky. She is very pleased 
about the foreign interest, of course, 
but is most concerned about the 
positive response at home. 


“The Arab sector, men and 
women, were very enthusiastic and 
wanted to know why we didn't 
broadcast the announcements in 
Arabic." she said. “There was critic- 
ism of the campaign from some 
feminist quarters. They didn’t like 
the slogan ‘be a man' because they 
fell it implied male superiority. We 
are simply reflecting reality as it is. as 
a step toward change. Since it seems 
to have worked. I think the feminists 
will forgive us.” 

The subject will continue to be 
discussed in local Na'amat groups 
long after the national campafgn has 
been supplanted by new activities. “I 
had been afraid maybe people would 
resent our having invaded their pri- 
vate space, the home and the family, 
but they didn't. 

“We have apparently hit at the 
heart of an important problem that 
people are becoming more and more 
ready to face. There is no doubt that 
the Israeli family of the future will be 
one in which both spouses work. We 
have to prepare for that now." 

In the past, events held during 
Status of Women Month have not 
attracted men (even when they were 
invited) and female participants al- 
ways complained that they were con- 
vincing the convinced and not 
reaching the unconvinced. 

This time, possibly because the 
emphasis was on the family as a unit, 
men responded willingly to invita- 
tions to participate in workshops or 
to visit their children's day-care cen- 
tres. Perhaps something new is be- 
ginning. 

“One man at our branch in Kiryat 
Bialik, a school teacher who was 
mentioned as having been a real 
partner with his wife in the home for 
many years, replied by saying that he 
has learned something from this 
campaign. ‘Until now, 1 gave her a 
hand,* he explained, 'and now 
they’re telling me I'm a man.’” 


that more than half the fathers in the 
study didn’t participate in any of the 
activities they were asked about. 

About 32 per cent of the fathers 
reported that they fed their babies 
once. 24 per cent changed diapers or 
dressed their babies one time. 11 per 
cent bathed the children once and 13 
per cent of the fathers put their 
children to bed during the 48-hour 
period in question. 

“There were, however, huge dif- 
ferences between the two ends of the 
spectrum,” Ninio added. “While 
many fathers did nothing, a few did 
quite a lot.” 

Discounting some of the psycholo- 
gical and sociological theories which 
have come and gone over the last few 
decades - such as that a baby can . 
only form a bond with one parent, or 
that there are biological bases for 
mothers being '‘better suited" to 
: parenthood - social workfer^Bren- 
ner, a student at Bar-Iian Universi- 
ty, talked about her research on 
fatherhood. 

Brenner focused on the connec- 
tion between a parent’s feeling of 
satisfaction with marriage and his or 
her involvement in child care. She 
interviewed separately the fathers 
and mothers of 260 urban families 
with children under the age of 10. 

“We surmised that if parents are 
happier about their relationships, 


they would be more involved with 
their children," said Brenner. 

“We found that there is a much 
stronger positive connection be- 
tween the mothers' (stated) happi- 
ness in marriage and their involve- 
ment with children, than between 
the fathers' contentment and in- 
volvement." 

Furthermore, she added, “there 
was quite a strong connection be- 
tween the marital happiness of the 
women and what they perceived as 
their husbands' deep interest in and 
involvement with their children.” 

Commenting from the audience at 
the conclusion of the programme, 
sociologist Prof. Rivka Bar-Yosef 
said that the stereotype of mothers' 
so-called natural abilities to care for 
children is a myth. 

“Where did we get the idea that 
mothers always take care of chil- 
dren? Up until the 20th century in 
western societies, maids,- siblings 
and other female relatives often 
cared for youngsters, while in sim- 
pler societies, for example, young 
boys have traditionally been shunted 
off to an all-male society. 

“In both cases, fathers and 
mothers were both ‘outside' when it 
came to child care. Why. then, do we 
suppose today that it is the mother’s 
traditional role tc be family caretak- 
er?"

The night before you bake the 
cake, bring 1 cup of whipping cream 
to a simmer and dissolve in it 100 gm. 
milk chocolate, while stirring con- 
stantly. Cool and refrigerate. 


To prepare the cake, melt over 
low heat 120 gm. bittersweet choco- 
late in a saucepan and allow to cool. 
Then cream together one package of 
Coldband margarine and 1% cups 
sugar. Add 4 eggs, one at a time, 
beating after each addition. 

Add the melted bittersweet 
chocolate, and a little rum. Add 1 
cup self-raising flour,- and 150 gm 
coarsely chopped nuts. Bake in a 9 x 
13” pan at 350°F or 180°C (medium 
oven) for 20 minutes. 


While the cake is still hot, remove 
and crumble into a bowl the top- 
most crusty layer. Allow the cake to 
cool. Whip until stiff the cream-aod- 
chocolate mixture you prepared the 
night before. Spread the cream on 
the cake and sprinkle the cake 
crumbs on top. Refrigerate.

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Arabs, Druse want to industrialize

Far-reaching changes are taking 
place in the behaviour and corn- 
sumption patterns of the Arab 
population in Israel and the areas. 
These changes stem from the types 
of employment available to this 
population as well as from impro- 
ving education levels of Arab youth. 

Furthermore, the frequent visits 
by Arabs front the West Bank and 
Gaza to Jordan serve to transmit 
these behaviour patterns and life- 
styles to neighbouring Arab coun- 
tries and beyond, particularly among 
the better-educated and well-to-do 
sectors of the population. 

These changes express themselves 
through demand for more sophisti- 
cated products of a sort that have not 
hitherto been marketed in the Arab 
sector. Where the consumer buys 
food products, how often he buys, 
and .1 preference toward buying pre- 
pared foods rather than cooking 
them at home - these are some of the 
basic changes that are taking place. 
All this is in the framework of a 
general rise in purchasing power, 
which is expected to continue to 
grow significantly through the end of 
this decade. 

•Thus modern consumer activities 
of buying in shopping centres, super- 
markets and department stores are 
replacing traditional buying habits. 
Against this background, many in- 
dustrial companies can seek to mar- 
ket their products in the Arab sector, 
both in Israel and in the areas. 


This applies both to consumer 
goods and to industrial and semi- 
manufactured products. If these pro- 
ducts find a market in the Arab 
sector, there is a good chance that 
Israeli manufacturers will be able to 
expand their markets to the other 
side of the Jordan, through mer- 
chants . middlemen and business 
people from Judea and Samaria. 

This analysis, and the predictions 
contained in il. are part of a research 
survey recently completed by the 
Haifa-based Marketing Research In- 
stitute and the Zofer public relations 
firm. It will be presented at a forth- 
coming conference of kibbutz, pri- 
vate and publicly-owned factories 
that will be held at the ZOA House 
in Tel Aviv. 

Another piece of research in an 
allied field concerns the growing 
industrialization of the Arab and 
Druse sectors of the population. 
This will be presented to an inter- 
national fair on industrial projects 
to be held in Tel Aviv in May. 

According to the survey, 175 in- 
dustrial plants are expected to be set 
up in Arab and Druse towns and 
villages in Israel in the next few 
years, involving a total investment of 
almost SI billion. Hie survey points 
to the large supply of young and 
qualified workers available for em- 
ployment in industry in this sector - 
particularly in view of the drastic fall 
in the profitability of agriculture, the 
traditional source of employment 
and income. 


There are, according to the survey 
some 5.000 young people in the 
Arab and Druse sector possessing 
at least a high-school education, 
who could be absorbed into industry. 
Some of these have a university 
education and a few have technical 
and managerial qualifications. 

The basic tendency of this young 
generation is to develop industrial 
plants which promise high profits 
and stable employment, rather than 
seeking to dfevelop new branches of 
agriculture, which do not offer the 
same security of income. 


It would seem that wealthy Arab 
and Druse entrepreneurs are in- 
terested in industrializing their 
townships, and they are one of the 
main forces pushing in that direc- 
tion. 

The main problem facing this in- 
dustrialization drive is the absence of 
suitable projects. The main elements 
involved in industrializing Arab 
townships are not interested in set- 
ting up labour-intensive plants, such 
as metal workshops. They prefer to 
try and join the wave of high-tech 
oriented factories with a large ele- 
ment of R&D. 

This is both because of the chal- 
lenge involved and because of the 
possibility of exporting to neigh- 
bouring countries. There is thus an 
incompatibility between what the 
entrepreneurs would desire to estab- 
lish and whai they can proceed with, 
given the human material they have 
available.

NEW YORK (AP). - Stock market 
followers who monitor only the Dow 
Jones Industrial Average have mis- 
sed a lot of the action on Wall Street 
lately. 

Last Tuesday and Wednesday, for 
example, the Dow posted declines of 
3.75 and 0.11 points. 

But in Tuesday's session. 1.025 
New York Stock Exchange issues 
lose in price, while only 577 de- 
clined. On Wednesday 1.092 were 
up and 541 down. 

Then, on Thursday, the Dow 
Jones 'Industrials' modest 1.99 loss 
gave no him of a stormy selloff in 
airline and aircraft stocks prompted 
by word that American Airlines 
planned new cut-rate fares, albeit 
with restrictions. 

For evidence of that drop, one had 
to consult Dow Jones’s average of 20 
transportation stocks, which took a 
10.52-point tumble that day. 


The point has been made on Wall 
street many times over the years: the 
Dow. with its realtivelv narrow sam- 
ple of 30 old-line industrial stocks, 
can often give a distorted impression 
of what is going on. 

In 1984. not only the Dow but also 
the S and P and Nyse Composite 
indexes tended to overstate the mar- 
ket's strength. 

Though it did indeed lag behind 
the rest of the market, the Dow 
Jones Industrial Average managed 
to post a gain for the past week, 
rising 9.27 to 1.227.36. 


The NYSE’s Composite Index 
gained 2.06 to 99.04. and the Amer- 
ican Stock Exchange Market Value 
Index was up 5.35 at 211.09. 

Big Board volume averaged 
126.79 million shares a day, up from 
101.96 million the week before.

Bad week for index-linked; 
good week for free shares

TEL AVIV. - Three distinct trends 
developed on the stock market last 
week, and each had its spill-over 
effects on the other. 

First, it was a bad week for index- 
linked bonds. They had begun to fall 
in price some time before the mid- 
week announcement that the cost- 
of-living index had risen by only 3 .“ 
per cent - a figure which is consi- 
dered high for an entire year in many 
Western countries. But this small 
rise was much smaller than ex- 
pected. for the experts had predicted 
anywhere from 4-9 per cent. 

As a result, anyone who had a 
chance to redeem money from a 
savings scheme, an advanced train- 
ing scheme, or even a provident 
fund, did so. For the low index 
meant that he would lose much less 
than if he redeemed such schemes 
when inflation was running about 20 
per cent a month. 

Much of the money from these 
schemes moved over into the free 
shares, causing them to rise along a 
broad from. During the past week 
these shares rose by a huge 13.20 per 
cent, and some categories, especially 
those in the export-oriented fields, 
rose by considerably more. 

The highest industrial rise went to 
electricity and electronics, up by 
19.78 per cent, while chemicals, rub- 
ber and plastics went up by 15.86 per 


cent . and industrial invest mem ann- 
panies rose by 15.86 per cent 
General investment companies, 
manv of which have large holdings in 
high-tech industries, gamed 16,27 
percent. 

But the highest rise in any field 
went to mortgage banks, up by a fufi 
20.02 per cent. Although asarafc- 
export-oriented companies ha^ 
been rising steadily, week hy w«k. 
every week generally secs one other 
category setting a record, but ii ^ 
rarely the same category for many 
weeks in a row. 

For example, since the beginning 
of the year, while mortgage banks 
rose by 125.47 per cent, chemicals, 
rubber and plastics, rose by 133.97 
per cent, more than any other categ- 
ory. . K 

“Arrangement" shares (which are 
doilar-linked). fell by 0.77 per oem 
during last week. Since the begin- 
ning of the year, they rose by only 
about 3.4 per cent. The reason, 
according to financial circles, is that 
there is a feeling that devaluation 
will be "■pegged” to the index, more 
or less. Also, rumours of a large 
devaluation between the first andjfr 
second package deals, or any time in 
the near future, now seems unrealis- 
tic. But. as the sudden hike on tax* 
on imported cars, enacted two weeks 
before the end of the first package 
deal, there is no certainty that there 
might not be a sudden devaluation.

Commercial Thames Television 
poached Dallas from state-run BBC 
in secret negotiations with American 
distributors World Vision last week. 

The BBC branded the deal as a 
“dirty trick” and a “piece of hooli- 
ganism.” 

Bill Cotton, managing director of 
BBC Television, said: “It is very sad 
that a programme that has been on 
the BBC for eight years should sud- 
denly become indispensable to 
Thames Television.”

The 
BBC had been given four days 16 
agree to a price of £54.545 (S61.0G0)

TEL AVIV. - “The reports of my 
death are greatly exaggerated" was 
the message that Mark Twain sent 
from Europe to the Associated Press 
in New York, after the agency re- 
ported his demise.

Tennis without tears

IT WAS with a certain amount of 
trepidation that I agreed to go with 
an Israel Tennis Centre group from 
Tel Aviv to the Aviya Sonesta Hotel 
at Taba for a long week-end tennis 
clinic. I have a recurrent nightmare 
in which I find myself in an examina- 
tion hall, compelled by relentless 
teachers to write my matriculation 
exam again in Latin. In vain I explain 
to them that some decades have 
passed since I last conjugated, con- 
strued or translated the mighty lan- 
guage of Virgil; they insist that I 
tackle a horrifying list of questions. 

So. when Blanche Blumberg of 
the ITC told me that five coaches 
would take my game in hand, I was 
very dubious about whether I would 
pass whatever tests they would set. 
For instance, some players use the 
Western grip and some the Con- 
tinental: I use the Gillon grip. Would 
they insist on my changing it? 

The Gillon round-arm bowling ac- 
tion smash is probably the most 
formidable shot in tennis, but I 
feared it might not meet with the 
approval of the connoisseurs, be-

cause it is such a low percentage 
stroke. 

Time and again, in books and 
articles, amply illustrated, I have 
read how one should start one's 
swing at point A. strike the ball at 
point B and follow through to point 
C, at the same time moving one's 
back foot from point D to point E 
and swivelling one’s front foot to 
point F, simultaneously rotating the 
shoulders from a line G-H to one of 
I-J. 

Doing these things in front of a 
mirror, I score 100 per cent success. 
But, when I try to emulate these 
feats in a game, I get my alphabet all 
muddled up, and end up with my 
shoulders following through from A 
to C, my feet moving from G to I, my 
stroke rotating from D to F and the

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direction of drives - all these things 
both foreband and backhand.

SO, as I say, it was with the nervous- 
ness of a child entering first grade 
that I went at dawn on Friday to the 
Ramat Hasharon Tennis Centre, 
whence we set out by bus. We 
reached the Aviya Sonesta at mid- . 
day, and, within the hour.' were 
engaged in men’s and women’s sing- ’ 
les tournaments, in which we partici- 
pated on two afternoons, with the 
finalists playing on the third after- 
noon as well. 

On Saturday morning we had a 
first breakfast - according to Blan- 
che's instructions, this was supposed 
to be a light one, but nobody check- 
ed, as the food was set out buffet 
style - and reported for duty at the 
five Aviya Sonesta courts for our 
first much-dreaded clinic. 

Imagine my relief when we were 
told by Blanche that they were 
assuming that we knew how to hold 
our rackets and to play our strokes, 
so that their intention was not to 
teach us the basics of tennis, but to 
augment our armoury with instruc- 
tion in tactics and specific aspects of 
the game.

The coaches were wonderful. 
They possessed the patience of Job 
in the early stages of his career, and 
remained good-natured and 
apparently intensely interested in 
their pupils, as they guided our ear- 
nest but rather ineffectual efforts. 
Nobody was put into the comer or 
sent home with a note to his parents, 
Israeli style, for getting his alphabet 
mixed up. 

THE resident coach at the Sonesta 
for the past two years, Boaz Nikritm, 
was obviously sent there by a Holly- 
wood casting agency as a woman’s 
dream of what a tennis coach should 
look like. Bora in Israel, he learnt 
his tennis at the ITC. got a tennis 
scholarship at Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity and won a major cham- , 
pionship in Southern Carolina. 

Simon Danby is an Australian 
who has been coaching at the Jaffa 
ITC for two years. He came to Israel 
as a volunteer, spent a year on 
Kibbutz Hazorea, served in the IDF 
for two years, and then became a 
coach. He was one of the top juniors 
in Australia before he emigrated. 

The third coach was Noah Twirs- 
ky , from the Haifa ITC. He was born 
in Johannesburg and came here in 
1977. He lives with his wife and four 
children on Moshav Manof in 
Galilee, and has been coaching in 
Haifa for five years. 

Avi Esakov is not a professional 
coach, but the proprietor of the 
tennis shops at the tennis centres.

- America's 
newest sports superstar is a curly- 
haired 23-year-old quarterback with 
a rocket-like right arm who sneers at 
superstition by playing his football in 
a number 13 jersey. 

Now. to complete only his second 
season as a professional. Marino will 
spearhead the Dolphins' explosive 
offence in Super Bowl XIX - the 
equivalent of a world cup final - 
against the San Francisco 49ers in 
Palo Alto. California today. 

Bob Griese. one of Marino's 
illustrious predecessors with (he 
Dolphins, marvelled a couple of 
months ago when 'Danny Boy', as 
the local media call him. broke 
Griese's long-standing team record 
of 22 touchdown passes in a regular 
season. 

'Hey. I don't mind him breaking 
it.* said Griese. now a television 
commentator, but I do mind him 
breaking it half way through the 
season.' 

By the end of the regular season. 
Marino had thrown a previously un- 
imaginable 48 touchdown passes, 
eclipsing the NFL record of 36 set by 
George Blanda of Houston 23 years 
ago and matched by Y.A. Tittle of 
New York in 1963. 

In a sport, in which statistics count 
almost as much as the on-field ac- 
tion. Marino's year-end, figures also 
included most passing yards (5.084) 
and most completed passes (362). 

He also helped the Dolphins fill a 
basket of team records, including 
most touchdowns (70) and highest 
total offensive yardage (6.936). His 
favourite pass receiver, the impish 
Mark Clayton, caught a record 18 
touchdown throws. 

This month, in post-season play- 
offs en route to the Super Bowl, the 
Dolphins beat both the Seattle Sea- 
hawks and the Pittsburgh Steelers. 
Marino threw three more touch- 
down passes against Seattle and four 
in a 48-25 rout of Pittsburgh, which 
happens to he his home town. Two 



years ago the Steelers turned down a 
chance to sign Marino straight out of 
college. So did almost ait the other 
NFL coaches. leaving it to the Dol- 
phin's fcnowledgable coach Don 
Simla ro spot the potential. 

"When 1 first saw Dan I couldn't 
get over how he could always throw 
it right between the eyes." Shula said 
as he sipped champagne after Mari- 
no skewered the Steelers' defence. 

. How does Marino do it ; AVw York 
Times sponswriter Michael Janofsky 
says he has "an amazing knack for 
avoiding the rush, seeing all his re- 
ceivers. reading the defences and 
releasing the bail as quickly as any 
quarterback ever." 

Roughly translated, that means 
the 1.90 metres. 97 kg. Marino stares 
down more than half a ton of defen- 
sive tacklers trying to claw through 
his bodyguard of linemen and stamp 
him into the turf before his receivers 
are in position 20. 30 or 40 yards 
ahead of him to catch one of those 
lightning passes. 

They rarefy succeed. Marino was 
sacked - tackled before he could 
pass - only 13 times last year. 

Already. "Marino Corps” tee- 
shirts are on sale in Miami and 
Pittsburgh - but Marino has ordered 
that most of the profits go ro food 
banks for the needy in the two cities. 

That kind of gesture helps make 
Marino - justifiably self-confident, 
even cocky, on the field - immensely 
popular off it with fellow-players, 
fans and sponswriters. 

He is disarmingly modest about 
his achievements. "I’m happy." he 
says. “I'm having fun. but I'm just 
doing what I’m supposed to do."

- Aravin- 
da De Silva top-edged a six over the 
wicketkeeper's head with four de- 
liveries left to give Sri Lanka a 
splendid four-wicket victory over 
Australia in the World Series Cup at 
the Melbourne Cricket Ground 
yesterday. 

Australia 226 for 9 (Phillips 67. Ratnayake 4 
for 371, Sri Lanka 230 for 6 iDias 48, SQva 46 not 
out). 

On Friday, England had no 
difficulty dismissing India in the 
fourth test at Madras, despite some 
spirited batting by Kapil Dev. and 


won by an innings. Foster took four 
wickets. 

In Wellington, left-hander John 
Reid scored a painstaking 148 in 
over nine hours as New Zealand 
built an imposing first innings total in 
the first cricket test against Pakistan 
at the Basin Reserve yesterday.

It was Decker’s first race since her 
celebrated collision with Zola Budd 
in the women's 3,000-metre final at 
the Olympics last summer. 

Decker, who had suffered a hip 
injury when she went sprawling onto 
the coliseum infield after tangling up 
with Budd. showed no ill-effects of 
either the injury or the long lay-off in 
her first 19S5 outing. 

In Los Angeles, despite his claim 
of haying "done nothing wrong," 
two-time Olympic gold medafisr 
Edwin Moses faces a charge of soli- 
citing a female police officer for 
prostitution.

FOR MANY weeks Israel has been urging the Lebanese 
government to agree to mutual arrangements that would make 
possible an orderly Israeli withdrawal from southern Lebanon. 
Whatever was not said openly at the Nakoura talks was said 
privately through diplomatic channels. 

But throughout those weeks the Lebanese stalled. Their 
musters in Damascus objected to any agreed arrangements, 
and the Lebanese authorities were themselves not very in- 
terested in an Israeli withdrawal. For if Israel left, who would 
Fill the vacuum in southern Lebanon? 

Thus throughout those weeks, as in the months before, it was 
Israel alone that was paying a price for the status quo. Its army 
was the target of an increasingly hostile population, smarting 
under occupation restrictions, and its economy was cariying the 
financial burden while Beirut and Damascus were in no hurry. 

Moreover, the situation permitted spokesmen in both Beirut 
and Damascus to say the opposite, and to paint Israel as the 
oppressor intent on remaining in Lebanon. 

The Israel cabinet's decision on Monday to get out of 
southern Lebanon has pulled the rug out from. under the 
pretenders in Beirut and Damascus. And if there were any 
doubts about this duplicity, they were dispelled by the frantic 
scampering in Beirut late last week as the full significance of 
Israel's decision was recognized. 

Suddenly, the Lebanese authorities were anxious to “coor- 
dinate." Suddenly they ran to the Americans to press Israel not 
to be precipitate. Suddenly they found themselves blaming 
Israel for deciding to gel out. 

And in Damascus too there were signs of nervousness lest an 
Israeli withdrawal suck Syria into a morass it would not be able 
to control. 

Little wonder, therefore, that the UN Under-Secretary 
General. Brian Urquhart, was yesterday reported as having 
said that he now found a new responsiveness in Beirut. For 
what the Lebanese government fears the most is that it be 
confronted with the need to manage its own country. With its 
communities divided and trigger happy, the Lebanese govern- 
ment has made a specialty of letting others suffer the costs of 
trying to maintain social order. 

The prevailing anxiety in Beirut, following Israel's decision, 
may now finally make it possible to engage in real talks at the 
Nakoura meetings which are scheduled to resume this week. 

No doubt the Lebanese will seek to delay the start of the 
Israeli withdrawal, pleading that their army, or whatever, 
needs more time and that agreements between the communi- 
ties in southern Lebanon to maintain order are not yet in place. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin has made it plain, however, 
that Israel will not be deterred from its time table. There can be 
no reason for Israel to alter that resolve. 

The Nakoura talks can be used to obtain Lebanon's agree- 
ment to station the forces of Unifil in the areas from which 
Israel withdraws - something which the Lebanese, prodded by 
Damascus, were not ready to concede before. 

But Israel can have no further role to play in policing 
southern Lebanon.

each worker, and not by an increase 
of the increment.

Photocopies had been made of 
almost every important file in. the 
prime minister's and Defence Min- 
sitry offices. 

The eight people arrested on Fri- 
day appeared before a magistrate 
and were remaded in police custody 
for 10 days. The news agency did not 
say whether the other two had 
appeared before a magistrate. 

The arrests followed 10 months of 
investigation by intelligence units. 
PTI said. 

The Indian Express newspaper de- 
scribed the arrests as "one of the 


bigget espionage rings in post- 
independence India." 

It said those arrested had access to 
vital and sensitive information, poss- 
ibly including a top secret “blue 
book" of detailed guidelines for the 
prime minister's personal security. 

Gandhi told parliament Friday: 
"Certain employees in sensitive 
positions were suspected of indulg- 
ing in activities detrimental to the 
national interest. Some arrests have 
been made in the course of investiga- 
tions, which are still proceeding." 

He gave no further details, saying 
this might hamper investigations.

19S5), rhe Israeli request for an 
additional SSQQm. beyond the Si . 2 
billion received Inst October has lit- 
tle chance of being approved at pre- 
sent. Secretary of State George 
Shultz was not disposed to accede to 
this request, and was being advised 
by Israeli, as well as American, eco- 
nomists that Further aid without the 
assurance of firm action on the eco- 
nomy would be a waste of money. 

In fact, it has been learned, even 
leading Israeli industrialists have 
openly expressed the view - both to 
the Aipac delegation and to visiting 
congressmen - that such sup- 
plementary 3id should be withheld 
until a comprehensive plan is im- 
plemented. 

Furthermore, any increase in eco- 
nomic aid (as distinct from military 
aid. which is spent mostly in the 
U.S. ) in the next fiscal year, (starting 
October 1985) will also depend on 
the implementation of such a plan. 
However. Israel's foreign currency 
reserves situation is such that with- 
out supplementary aid in fiscal year 
1985 a crisis will ensue before Octo- 
ber. So considerations regarding the 
next-fiscal year are academic. 

It is possible that as part of overall 
U.S. budget cuts, total foreign aid 


for fiscal year 1986 could be reduced 
by 2-5 per cent. The Aipac repre- 
sentatives said that they would have 
to fight to prevent this, let alone 
obtain extra aid, above this year’s 
level. 


Congress would take its cue from 
Shultz, the Aipac team stressed, 
since Shultz was both a professional 
economist and a confirmed suppor- 
ter of Israel. Therefore, any plan 
that obtained Shultz’s backing would 
be likely to win broad congressional 
support for the extra aid that Israel 
needs, c spite the mood of budget- 
ary stringency now prevailing on 
Capitol Hill. 

For the past few weeks. Shultz and 
his aides have been busy with the 
Geneva arms talks and have not 
been following the developments, or 
lack of them, connected with the 
drafting of an Israeli economic plan. 
However, the congressional hear- 
ings on aid for 1986 are due to start 
later this month, and they will re- 
focus attention on this issue. 


The Aipac team returned to 
Washington to prepare for this strug- 
gle, but they left behind in Israel the 
clear understanding that, without an 
economic plan, they have at least 
one hand tied behind their back. 


WITH THE START of this second 
Reagan Administration. Israeli di- 
plomats and their American political 
supporters in Washington find them- 
selves scurrying to establish closer 
contacts with some of the new faces 
thrust into the limelight. 

The most important policymakers 
are remaining - President Ronald 
Reagan .Vice President George 
Bush, Secretaiy of State George 
Shultz. Secretary of Defence Caspar 
Weinberger and National Security 
Adviser Robert McFarlane. 

But there already have been some 
significant changes in personnel just 
below that level - bureaucratic 
changes which could have a direct 
impact on U.S. policy towards the 
Middle East, including Israel. In 
addition, there have been several 
significant changes in the Senate and 
House of Representatives. 

How all of this will affect such 
critical matters as economic and 
military aid levels to Israel, sophisti- 
cated arms sales to “moderate" 
Arab states, back-up support for 
Israel's just-announced unilateral 
withdrawal from Lebanon, and di- 
plomatic involvement in any new 
effort to revive the broader Arab- 
Israeli peace process still remains to 
be seen. 

The departure of so many of the 
president's closest California politic- 
al cronies from the White House 
staff in recent weeks has suggested to 
most observers that he will be more 
dependent on the thinking of his 
chief foreign policy advisers than 
ever before. This has certainly 
strengthened the hands of Shultz, 
Weinberger and McFarlane. 


Washington reshuffle

At theTreasury. for instance. Regan 
was often weary of Israel's ongoing 
efforts to win large-scale U-S. eco- 
nomic aid increases at a time of 
domestic U.S. budgetary concerns. 
This, by the way. has been a tradi- 
tional and even understandable 
posture taken by virtually all Treas- 
ury Secretaries over the years. It 
seems to come with the territory. 
Their main worry is over budget 
deficits. . 


But Baker, while of course sensi- 
tive to domestic politics, was not 
exactly known in the White House as 
one of Israel's most outspoken sup- 
porters either. Thus, he can be ex- 
pected to follow the tradition of the 
Treasury Department. 


as White House counsellor, was ex- 
tremely sensitive to the domestic 
political clout of American Jewry. 
He first worked closely with the 
Jewish community during the 1980 
presidential campaign. He usually 
joined former national security 
adviser Richard Allen on speaking 
touts before Jewish audiences. Later 
in the White House, he often inter- 
ceded in crucial foreign policy 
deri5ion-m3 king involving Israel and 
the Middle East. His loss, assuming 
his appointment to head the Justice 
Department is confirmed by the Sen- 
ate, will be felt.

Another senior White House aide 
and long-time Reagan associate. 
Michael Deaver. is leaving the gov- 
ernment, largely in order to make 
more money in a private public rela- , 
tions firm. Influence-peddling in 
Washington has become a lucrative 
business in recent years. His S75.000 
a year White House salary is now 
likely to nearly quadruple. 


JAMES BAKER, who ably served 
as White House chief of staff during 
the first term, will become Secretary 
of the Treasury - switching jobs with 
an equally competent Donald Re- 
gan. As far as Israel is concerned, 
that exchange of positions is unlikely 
to have any immediate effect. Both 
men, according to political insiders, 
share roughly the same assessment 
of Israel and the Arab world. 

Neither is by any means hostile 
towards Israel, although both have 
occasionally caused problems for it. 


ISRAELI OFFICIALS and Amer- 
ican Jewish leaders, for the most 
part, did not succeed in establishing 
much of a personal relationship with 
Deaver over the past four years, 
although he was without doubt one 
of the most influential people in the 
administration. The same was unfor- 
tunately true with William Clark, 
who is returning to California after 
having served for four years as depu- 
ty secretary of state under Alexan- 
der Haig, national security adviser 
and finally as secretary of the in- 
terior. 


Another such loss will be UN 
Ambassador Jeaoe Kirkpatrick, 
who already has announced her in- 
tention to leave the government. 
There is still some possibility that she 
will take another position in the 
White House - a development that 
would be warmly welcomed by Israel 
and its supporters. 

According to administration offi- 
cials, veteran State Department 
ambassador-at-large Vernon Wal- 
ters is the leading candidate to re- 
place Kirkpatrick at the UN. Given 
his personality and background, he 
would be unlikely to be as fierce a 
supporter of Israel in the UN as 
Kirkpatrick has been. Then again, 
his appointment would vy no means 
signal a return to the gloomy days for 
Israel of Andrew Young and Donald 
McHenry, who served as former 
President Jimmy Carter's UN en- 
voys. 


It has been a few years since his 
mind focused on the Middle East 
and, as a result, he will not hit the 
ground running. But he can be ex- 
pected to catch up relatively quickly. 

At the start of this new session of 
Congress, the leadership changes on 
Capitol Hill also will be significant. 

The new Senate Majority Leader. 
Republican Bob Dole of Kansas, has 
a strong record of support for Israel, 
going back over many years. He was 
especially well-liked by the Jewish 
community when he ran. unsuccess- 
fully. with Gerald Ford in the 1976 
presidential election. 


More recently, however. Dole's 
position has become somewhat less 
dear, according to Israeli offidals 
and American Jewish political lob- 
byists. He voted with the administra- 
tion in 1981 in favour of the Saudi 
Awacs/F-15 enhancement pack- 
age. He is known to have deeply 
resented Israeli and American Jew- 
ish opposition. This irritation was 
reflected in an occasionally critical 
address last year before the Policy 
Conference of the American Israel 
Public Affaire Committee (Aipac). 


A much greater loss for Israel 
involves the nomination of Ed 
Meese as attorney-general. Meese, 


THERE WILL ALSO be a new 
U.S. ambassador to Israel. And re- 
cently, Reagan endorsed Shultz’s re- 
commendation that Thomas Picker- 
ing. a career State Department di- 
plomat who currently serves as 
ambassador to El Salvador, succeed 
Samuel Lewis. 


As a result, the prevailing view' is 
that Dole's replacement of Senator 
Howard Baker of Tennessee - who 
retired as majority leader - does not 
represent a significant gain. 

The new chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. Re- 
publican Richard Lugar of Indiana, 
however, does represent a net gain 
for Israel. He succeeded the defe- 


THE DEFEAT of Democratic Rep- 
resentative Clarence Long of Mary* 
land represented a real setback for 
Israel. As chairman of the House 
Appropriations Sub-committee on 
Foreign Operations. Long always 
pushed through increased aid pack- 
ages for Israel. 

His successor. Democrat David* 
Obey of Wisconsin, is unlikely to b <r. 
as aggressively pro-Israel. Fortu- 
nately. the ranking Republican on 
that crucial panel is Jack Kemp of 
New York, an outspoken and politi- 
cally powerful supporter of Israel. 

Israel also has been blessed with 
two strong friends on the parallel 
Senate Foreign Operations^ Sub- 
committee - Republican Bob Kasten 
of Wisconsin, who is chairman, and 
Democrat Daniel Inouye of Hawaii, 
the ranking minority member. They 
recently visited Israel, and they can 
again be expected to rake the lead in 
pushing for the economic and milit- 
ary aid packages for Israel. 

In the end. however, rhe bottom- jk 
line decisions made by Reagan. 
Shultz.Weinberger and company 
will have the most immediate impact 
on Israel. A string of Middle East 
visitors - beeinning with Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin on January 
28 and followed by King Fahd of 
Saudi Arabia in February and Pres- 
ident Mubarak of Egypt in March - 
will try to shape their views. For 
everyone concerned, the stakes are 
high.

2)Until now I have seen no evi- 
dence which would impel an objec- 
tive observer to believe that the 
so-called “ritual baths" of Khirbet 
Qumran are anything else than wa- 
ter cisterns designed to enable the 
inhabitants of the Qumran fortress 
to withstand a siege - which, in 


effect, as archeologists acknow- 
ledge, was imposed by the Romans 
on Qumran in approximately 68 
C.E.. eventually leading to destine- 
lion of the site. ^

enssion on the scrolls and Qumran 
origins is being held back in a variety 
of archeological journals. I should 
be pleased to contribute to the end of 
this unfortunate impasse by debating 
these matters in open forum with any- 
or all of my colleagues who support^ 
the Qumran-Essene hypothesis 1* 
anv of its forms.

SOVIET JEWS 


To the Ediior of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, - Shmuel Katz, in his recent 
essay on Soviet Jewry, sets forth a 
scenario in which the Soviets defend 
their refusal to let Jews emigrate 
because they go to America instead 
of going to Israel. An equally per- 
suasive scenario can be written 
which arrives at exactly the opposite 
conclusion, distasteful as that may 
be to some people. 


Mr. Katz calls on the U.S. gov- 
ernment to remove Soviet Jews from 
refugee status. Apart from the hutz- 
pa involved in such a suggestion, 
what can that mean for other Jews 
who are oppressed in other coun- 
tries? For the Jewish State to suggest 
that the U.S. shut the door to Jewish 
refugees is immoral and obscene. 

If American Jews who are per- 
suaded that all Soviet Jews should be 
forced to go to Israel are willing to 
make such representations to their 
government, that is their privilege. 
Of course they will have to bear the 
onus of being regarded as Jews who 
themselves don’t go to Israel, but 
would like to send the .Soviet Jews 
there as their surrogates. If other 
American Jews believe that refugee 
status for all oppressed Jews is too 
important to be endangered for any 
reason, it is likewise their right as 
American citizens to make their 
views known to their government. 
And we will.

Shmuel Katz comments: 

Ms. Norton has misread my arti- 
cle. I did not “call on the U.S. 
government .to remove Soviet Jews 
from refugee status.” They had 
and have no refugee “status." It is 
the U.S. government that confers 
refugee status on them: and I called 
and call on the U.S. government to 
stop conferring it on them. 

Soviet Jews leave the USSR with 
perfectly good visas for Israel, pre- 
cisely because Moscow, for all its 
sins, recognizes in effect their right 
of repatriation to their homeland, 
where relatives vouch for them. 

Ms. Norton should know that on a 
number of occasions Soviet officials 
and diplomats have stated that they 
would not tolerate for long the 
switching of Jewish emigres to the 
United States. 

It is not irrelevant to add that the 
Zionist Movement and its struggle 
for Jewish independence aimed, 
through tiie creation of Israel, to put 
an end to the situation where Jews 
were tolerated or oppressed minor- 
ities, or refugees.
